AN EXECUTIVE ORDER CANCELLING AND SUSPENDING MAJOR 
PUBLIC GATHERINGS IN THE CITY OF BAGUIO AS 
PRECAUTIONARY MEASURE AGAINST CORONAVIRUS (COVID-19) 

WHEREAS, President Rodrigo Roa Dutcrte, through Proclamation No. 922, has 

declared a State of Public 1 lealth Emergency Throughout the Philippines, in light of 

confirmed local transmission cases of Coronavirus Disease (Covid-19) within the 
country; 

pursuant to Section 2 of Proclamation No. 922, local government units 
are enjoined to render full assistance and cooperation , and mobilise the necessary resources to 
undertake critical urgent\ and appropriate response and measures in a timely manner to curtail and 
eliminate the Covid-19 threat 

WHEREAS, after assessment among the members of the Inter-Agency Task Force, 
it has been concluded that the health, safety, and welfare of the constituents of the 
city must take imperative and utmost importance; 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 16 of the Local Government Code, the local 

government is duty-bound to ensure the comfort, health, and safety of its 
constituents; 

WHEREAS, as part of precautionary measures already being undertaken by the city 
government, further caution must be exercised in light of increasing numbers of 
Covid-19 positive cases within the country; 

NOW THEREFORE, I, BENJAMIN B. MAGALONG, City Mayor, by the 

powers vested in me by law, do hereby order the following: 

SECTION L CANCELLATION OF PANAGBENGA 2020. The
